Almost the entire American colony, 
headed by Minister Washburn, and 
some 500 Austrians had assembled to 
greet the trio as they reached ihe 
most recent milepost of their long 
‘journey, despite the fact 
landing field is far outside the city.

126,000,000 T ons 
Of Freight Moved 
By American Ports 


Washington, July 13.—A_ survey 
of water-borne traffic completed hy 
the shipping board’s bureau of re- 
search and made public today dis- 
clases that nearly 126,000,000 tous 
of freight, exclusive of coastwise 
ecommerce, were handled by American 


| ports during the year ended last Je- 


cember 31. 

More than 55 per cent of this tota'

led with 27,600,000 tons and next iw 
order were Los Angeles, 11,405,000 
tons; Baltimore, 8,300,000; New 
leans, 8,290,000; Philadelphia 7,870- 
0OU, and San F'ranciscv, 5,740,000. 

The board’s statement, describes as 
the first ever issued by it, contain- 
ing a complete resume of the water: 
borne commerce vf the United States 
and its dependencies, also lists among 
others the following cities. which in 
1923 handled more than 1,000,000 
tons of inbound wnd outbound freight 
other than in cusstwise traffic: 

Galveston, Texas, 2,893,000; Port 
Arthur, Texas, 2,854,000; Norfolk, 
Va., 2,126,000; Mobile, Ala., 1,219,- 
G00: Baton Rouge, La. 1,155,000. 

Of the total of 126,000,000 tons, 
73 per cent, or 92,000,000 tons, rep- 
resented United. States trade with 
foreign countries; 25,000,000 tons the 
traffic haudled by Pacific ports and 
Atlantic and Gulf ports in intercoastal 
trade, and 9,000,000 tons the volume 
of trade with continguous United 
States territory. 

Notwithstanding a decrease of near- 
ly 8,000,000 tons in coal and petro- 
leum imports as compared with 1922, 
the 1928 total imports were only less 
than 2,000,000 tons below the 1922 
total. The export total is more than 
6,000,000 tons greater than in 1922 
and the total water-borne foreign 
commerce 4,000,000 tons greater, the 
latter an increase of 4.7 per cent 
over 1922.

revised regulations under the new | 
tax law, setting forth the treasury’s | 
interpretation of the law applying a) 
tax on admissions.

MRS. THOMAS HOWARD 
DES SUNDAY MORNIN 


Mrs. Thomas Coke Howard, a plo-} 


neer resident of DeKalb county, and 


the oldest resident of Kirkwood, died 
early Sunday morning at the home of 
her son, former Congressman Wil- 
liam .Schley Howard, in Decatur. She 
was 92 years of aze, 
born July. 10, 1852, in Bryan county, 
the daughter of the late Dr. Raymond 
Bb. and Mary Law Harris. She bad 
lived in Kirkwood for more than [if- 
ty-four years, 

Her girlhood was spent in Bryan 
county and in Savannah, and when 
Wesleyan Female college was estab- 
lished in Macon in 1849 she was one 
of the first students enrolled. In 
1861 she married the late Dr. John 
R. Robson, of Madison, Ga., and 
moved with him to Texas, where Dr. 
Robson died in the yellow fever epi- 
demic of 1866, after having served as 
a surgeon in the Confederate army. 
Returning to Georgia she resided with 
her parents in Savannah until, 1870, 
when she married the late Colonel 
Thomas C. Howard, who at that time 
was executive secretary to Governor 
James M. Smith. When Governor 
Smith was succeeded by Governor 
Colquitt, Colonel Howard remained as 
his executive secretary ami later 
served as secretary to Senator (Col- 
quitt and Senator John B. Gordon, 
He died in 1893. 

Mrs. Howard was the neice of the 
late Judge William Law, one of 
Georgia's most noted jurists, who de- 
clined President's Buchanan's offer of 
appointment as ambassador ta 
France. The late Senator Augustus 
O. Bacon was her nephew and some 
of the best-known families in the 
state are among her connections. Un- 
til advancing years prevented, she 
was active in church work, being a 
member of the old Midway Presby- 
terian church in Liberty county. 

She is survived by three sons, Ray- 
mond Robson, of Atlanta: William 
Schley Howard, of Decatur, and Ma- 
rion C. Howard, of New York city. 

The funeral will be held at 3:30 
o'clock this afternoon from the res- 
idence of William Schley Howard, 
Dr. D. P. MeGeachey, pastor of the 
Decatur Presbyterian church, offi- 
ciating. Interment will be in the De- 
catur cemetery.

BRYAN 1S SILE 
ON CAMPAIGN PLAN 


Chicago, July 13. — Governor 
Charles W. Bryan, of Nebraska, dem- 
ocratic nogefnee for the vice presi- 
dency, arrtved here today from Wash- 
ington o1 his way home from the 
meeting of his party in New York. 
He was accompanied by Justice W. 
A. Thompson, of the Nebraska «u- 
preme court, and was met here by 
George E. Brennan, leader of the 
Smith forces in the reeent convention. 
After an hour’s conversation with 
Mr. Brennan and with newspaper 
men, Mr. Bryan left for his home in 
Lincoln, Neb., where he will rest un- 
til formally notified of his nomina- 
tion. 

The man who, with John W. Davis, 
of West Virginia, will bear 
standard of the democratic party in 
the coming campaign refused to dis- 
euss his 
nominee, but speaking as the gover- 
nor of Nebraska, he reiterated his 
often-expressed opinion of the indus- 
trial and agricultural situations. 

His Theory Explained. 

“It is sometimes 
emphasized, “for a government exec- 
utive to take over industries or publie 
u ‘lities, so that the people will get 
a square dea! or to prevent them from 
being deliberately robbed. Only in 
that manner,” he went on, “can we 
stop bolshevism and third parties 
from getting a hold in this country.” 
As exainples, Mr. Brvan pointed out 
his work in establishing a municipal 
coal yard in Lincoln and his efforts 
to reduce the price of gasoline in Ne- 
braska. Such operation of industries 
must only be temporary, he said, to 
be dropped when the need for them 
has been passed. 

Mr. Bryan declared that he does 
not fear an independent candidacy in 
Nebraska, at least. He cited figures 
showing that the farmer-labor voters 
of his state, who had placed him on 
their ticket in the gubernatorial pri- 
mary, cast 78 per cent of their regis- 
tered strength for him. 

Expects Brother's Aid. 

That William Jennings Bryan, his

FOR VICE PRESIDENT 

The. democratic nomination of 
“Charlie” Bryan, of 
Nebraska, for the vice presidency 
was wholly unlooked for. 

Mr.. Davis, who had been nomi- 
nated the afternoon before for the 
head of the ticket, personally se- 
lected the brother of the great Com- 
moner for his running mate. 

After the formal nominating 
speeches had been miade there ap- 
peared something lacking some- 
where, “geography” as well as ‘‘bal- 
ance” being factors that the leaders 
necessarily had in mind. 

Then it was that an hour’s recess 
was forced—at midnight—and the 
old war horses got together to 
analyze the situation. 

In the afternoon Walsh, of Mon- 
tana, had cut short a possible ac- 
clamation nomination of himself by 
a preemptory adjournment. 

The delegates supposed that he 
would accept were the rules adhered 
to and the states given an oppor- 
tunity to vote after all contenders 
had been placed in the tanning and 
judgment and order made to sup- 
plant impulse. 

But he org in a forma! letter, 
and therefore the situation changed. 

Naturally the west — symewhere 
beyond the river —was lvoked to. 
Good men had been put up from 
the east and southeast and another 
good man from Texas and another 
from Arizona. But the appeal of 
neither had the necessary punch. 
Meredith, of Iowa, seemed to “fit,” 
but Meredith wouldn’t have it. 
Davis, of Kansas, seemed all right, 
but Davis and Davis had the ring, 
but carried confusion. 

Theréupon the nominee for pres- 
ident was appealed to and he sald 
Governor Bryan. And Governor 
Bryan it was on the first ballot. 

In view of the fact that William 
Jennings Bryan, the better known 
brother, had openly and militantly 
fought the nomination of Davis and 
had said some rather bitter things 


_ about Wall street and so on, it first 


appeared that the nominee had per- 
sonally selected his running mate in 
order to placate William Jennings. 

But such was not the case. He 
chose him upon Governor Bryan’s 
own merits, and his own strength as 
a democratic performer, as well as 
a democratic vote-getter. 
made a record, independent of his 
brother’s overshadowing influence; 


that is outstanding. He had brought 


about economic reforms that marked 
his administration as one of the best 
in Nebraska’s history. 

In other words the convention 
learned that Governor Bryan did not 
move in the lengthened shadow of 
William Jennings Bryan—and it was 
proud of his independence and his 
accomplishments. 

When the words were passed that 
it should be Bryan, of Nebraska— 
not Bryan, of Florida—they were 
caught up on a popular wave. 

It cannot be doubted that the con- 
vention made a wise choice.

WOMEN DELEGATES. 

At the New York conventicn, 
women, for the first time, played 
as conspicuous a part as men. 

It was a new element in 2 great 
political party convention, and one 
that upset the plans, and even the 
States of many of the Seasoned 
politicians who have run things 
their own way@uring the. conven- 
tion years of the™past. | 

In San Francisco/ four years ago, 
the state delegations had sprinklings 
of women members, and even be. 
fore that the national democratic 
committee had recognized a woman 
member from each state. They 
created at the time, however, more 
of an auxiliary to the committee 
than actual working members. At 
the present time the woman mem- 
ber is on the same basis as the man 


member, and has equal voice and 


equal voting power. 

At the convention Just concluded, 
the most remarkable in many ways 
of any party convention ever held— 
in length of duration, intensity of 
interest, conflicting thought and even 
in strife—the women had an un- 
usual opportunity to develop their 
political characteristics, and they did 
and so impressed them upon the 
male delegates, and especially upon 
the party leaders in each State, that 
hereafter more thought and more 
careful consideration will perhaps be 
given to their selection, for they, as 
a whole, demonstrated rare ability 
in leadership and unusual tenacity, 
cunning, energy and courage in 
floor work—and above all, remark- 
able endurance, 


The convention that met on June 
24 and adjourned sine die in the 
early morning hours of July 10 was 
an endurance test unsurpassed in 
party history. 

It is related that in the last days 
scores of men delegates released 
their seats and returned to their 
homes. Not so with the women. 
Almost to the full complement the 
women delegates were in their seats 
when the final gavel fell and during 
the 24 sessions, exacting on physical 
strength and wearying in the heat 
and oppression of New York sum- 
mer weather, the women were in 
their seats, or working among the 
other delegates {n the pit, and with 
good results. 

Perhaps the most outstanding 
characteristic developed by them in 
New York is thelr uncompromising 
disposition, It is true that a large 
number of the women delegates in 
the convention, outside of the New 
York, New Jersey and other eastern 
states, were committed to the 
candidacy of Mr. McAdoo. It is 
also true that the Californian would 
have been out of the running three 
or four days before he faded en- 
tirely from the picture but for his 
women delegates. The male dele. 
gates —— especially the veterans — 
knew that his cause was hopeless 
after his peak in the 69th ballot 
and his sudden decline which could 
not be recouped. But the women 
Stuck. They would not believe it, 
nor would they yield. 

It was the women among the 
McAdoo delegates who kept the 
flagging hope of their candidate 
alive and who kept the spirit up and 
the flowers fresh in the McAdoo 
headquarters. They would not rea- 
son with compromise. They held 
on with undaunted courage. If they 
felt defeat they steadfastly refused 
to admit it. The last voice heard 
in the 103d ballot, before the 
stampede of changed votes rushed 
Davis across the line of victory, was

Often since those 
stirring times of 1789 did the mon- 
ster of autocracy rear its head. But 
each time democracy with the French 
republic in the vanguard overcame its 
might. Across the Rhine her ancient 
enemy lies prostrate. “If Germany is 
sincere in her desires we welcome her 
in the bosom of democracy,” cries 
Premier Herriot. That is a gesture 
worthy of the principles of the French 
revolution, a move toward the realiza- 
tion of the ideals of its leaders, the 
brotherhood of man.

(New York Sun.) 

The bill recently passed by congress 
for the establishment of refuges for 
wild life on the upper Mississippi 
river is one of the most interestng 
measures that the federal government 
hag approved for the protection and 
| preservation of American birds and 
animals. The country affected by this 
inet is the stretch of the Mississippi 
iriver valley from Rock Island, IIl., 
:to Wabasha,, Minn., a distance of 
;about 300 miles. 
| The region has many populous 
;towns and in some sections a high 
agricultural development. The river 
tt some parts is dotted with islands, 
;many of which are submerged when 
_the water reaches more than its nor- 
mal height, while swamps and shallow 


; 


inlets abound in the bottom lands. It. 


‘is a habitat of a number of smaller 
'fur-bearing animals, it is rich in wild 
plants and grasses, and it lies in the 
;course of a heavy migration of birds 
and water fowls between Canada and 
| the Gulf of Mexico region. 
_ The act provides that in the areas 
;acquired by the government there 
‘Shall be established and -maintained 
|Tefuges and breeding places for mi- 
\sratory birds included in the terms 
of the convention between the United 
| States and Great Britain for the pro- 
; tection of migratory birds. It also 
i provides for refuges and breeding 
(places for other wild birds, game and 
| fur-bearing @nimals, fish and aquatic 
animal life. It affords, too. a place 
‘for the conservation of wild flowers 
|and aquatic plants. 
| Provisions are made for the pun- 
jishment of persons injuring the ac- 
;Guired property or the birds, ani- 
mals, fish or plants which it is de- 
signed to protect. Although there is 
no direct statement to the effect, it is 
evident that the matter of drainage of 
the _bottom land is alse considered.

[HEALTH TALKS |

CAN YOU MAKE THE GRADE? 

Hae it ever occurred to you that in 
the battle with pneumonia, that 
scourge of civilization which takes toil 
second only to -tuberculosis, the out- 
come is usually a question of the re- 
serve power or efficiency ef the heart? 
You and I stand goed chances of hav- 
ing pneumonia one of these days— 
you a somewhat greater chance than lI, 
no doubt, because you are fonder of 
the conditions which predispose to 
pneumovia—and in either case it 
would be well to keep in training for 
it. This ig one of the unconsidered 
reasons why every individual should 
devote some thought te the business 
of keeping fit. .For the majority of 
people of sedentary life this amounts 
te a question of taking a daily dose 
of medicine, medicine one would really 
prefer to do without because it is bit- 
ter to take or at least the thought of 
it is unpleasant—like going to school 
or to work or to church, but we do 
these things more or less because we 
krow they are good for us in the long 
run. 

Let’s assume your present health is 
so-so. fair average health as health is 
peptlarly estimated. You could prob- 
ably get through an examination for 


life insurance—you have no outspo- 
ken disease about you. A health in- 
ventory or examination would list you 
as a 70 per center. Seventy is the 
minimum passing mark—but. nothing 
tc hoast about or bank on, just fair 
health. You're in no man’s land, and 
the only certain thing is that you've 
cot to go somewhere. On the one 
hand your habits, your occupation. 
your needs of life. your friends and 
associates are striving to bring you 
down and will get you sooner or later 
if yon just etand there where you are. 
On the other hand, you can, with a 
little determination and pluck, drag 
yourself out of no man’s land, out of 
the 70 per cent class, to a higher and 
sufer position, nearer to that which 
the 90 per centers occupy. The 90 
per cent class is a very comfortable 
one to be in, if you can make the 
grade. 

A 90 per center aged 5O years 
should he able to run a mile: Can 
you do it? You don’t kiow until you 
try. It requires a fairly efficient 
heart, a reasonably well trained right 
heart. That's the side of the heart 
that pumps the blood through the 
lungs—when a 90 per center meets 
such a demand, or that fails to pump 
the blood through the lungs when a 
70 per center finds himself winded 
early in the race. 

Pneumonia kills in other ways than 
by causing the heart to fail, and the 
frilnure of the heart in so many cases 
isn’t entirely a mechanical matter, for 
the poison or toxin of the pneumococ- 
cus injures the heart muscle in any 
exnse. But if you have given your 
heart fair training your chances of 
winning the battle with pnenmonia 
will be correspondingly hetter. So it is 
hard to keep fit, if you area slave 
to industry. You just nat@rally pre- 
fer to “relax,@or maybe you feel too 
weary to indulge in the daily dose of 
exercise when your day’s “work” is 
over with. It is unpleasant medicine 
most of the time, yet indispensable if 
you mean to keep fairly fit. Yet 
every adult must have a_ certain 
amount of exercise daily in order to 
accumulate a savings account for a 
rniny day. a fund of reserve nower to 
draw on in time of need. Will you 
make the grade, or do you spend as 
you go?

My husband was examined for in- 
dprance yesterday and his application 
eld up a month because he was found 
to have too high blood pressure. The 
doctor advised him to take more exer- 
cise daily as his work accounting js 
too confining.

Answer.—Best I can suggest is that 
the poor man take the air on the hoof, 
and for that purpose I am sending by 
mail in a plainly wrapped package a 
park and half dozen avenues. It is 
lucky for some men that their families 
occasionally need the protection of 
life insurance—for the applicant dis- 
covers that although he may not he 
“sick enough to consult a doctor” he is 
a bum risk and a fit subject to worry 
ahout.

Where U.S. Fliers Stopped in Persia 


“American round-the-world fliers, 
among the earliest epoch-making navi- 
gators of the air, might well have 
dipped a wing in salute when they 
ssiled over the Persian gulf.” says 
a bulletin from tke Washington, D. 
C., headquarters of the National Geo- 
graphie society, “for it is there that 
antiquarians believe sea navigation 
was born in pre-Babylonian and pre- 
Sumerian days.” 

“The reputation of the gulf does 
not rest alone en such ancient tradt- 
tion, however,’ the bulletin adds. 
“Sinbad the Sailor and his fellow sea 
men of Arabian Nights fame, plough- 
ed these waters; corsairs even more 
Lleod-thirsty than their Mediterrau- 
e:n and Caribbezn brothers, preyed 
cn commerce, and Arabs, Persians, 


| Portuguese, Dutch and British fought 


naval battles there for commercial su- 
premacy. 
Hot and Monotonous Journey. 

“When the fliers left India behind 
and struck out over the Baluchistun 
and Persian coasts they traversed 1n 
three ‘hops’ on: of the hottest anu 
most monotonvug sections of their 
journey.

FLIES. 

Some forms of infantile diarrhea. 
and other diseases, are caused by 
germs which may be carried about by 
flies. It is, therefore, of great im- 
portance to the health jand life of 
every baby not only to Keep the flies 
away from him, but also to keep them 
away from his food, dishes and uten- 
sils. To accomplish this all doors 
and windows should be screened. and 
when the baby is taken out of doors 
he should. be protected, especially 
while alseep, by a screen of some sort. 

Mosquitoes are also disease carriers. 
so when putting up screens it is ad- 
visable to use the very fine screen 
wire which will keep out the mosqui- 
toes as well as the flies. 

Infectious diseases are due to harm- 
ful germs, and may be transferred by 
flies or other means to water, milk 
and other foods. Disease germs are 
removed by disinfection, which means 
thorough cleanliness.
